Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe 
and multitude of them hath ſ@ increaſed in theſe 
Latter dayes, that the burthen of them was in- 
tolerable, whereof S. Auguttine in his time com- 
plained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, 
that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe 
caſe,concerning that matter, then were the Jews. 
And he counſelled, that ſnch yoke and burden

Goſpel is not a cere- 
moniall Law (as much of  ofes I aw was) but 
it is a religion to ſerveGodnot in bondage of th 
but in the ſreedom of the Spi- 
rit, deing content onely, with thoſe Ceremonies 
which do ſerve to a decent ord: r& godly diſci - 
pline, ze ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull minde 
of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, 
by ſome notableand ſpeciall ſignification,where= 
by he might be edified. 

Futhermore, d moſt weightie cauſe of theaho- 

liſkmeut of certain ceremonies was, that they 
were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperttitious 
blindnes uf the rude and unlearned,and partlyby 
the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſorght more 
their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the 
abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing 
remaining ſti ll. But now asconcerning theſe per- 
ſons, which peradycnture will be offended, fc 
that ſome of the old ceremonies are retained ſtil 
it they confider,that without ſome ceremomesi 
is not poſſible to keep any order, or quiet diſci 
pline in the Church, they ſhal eaſily perceivejuf 
cauſeto reform their judgements, And if th 
think much that any of the old remain, i wo 
rather have all deviſed a new: then ſuch qo 
granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be ha 
y where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot reaſonablyreprove the old, onelyſor 
their age, without bewraying of their own fol- 
ly. For in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to have 
reverence unto them for their antiquity, if they 
will declare themſelves to be more ftndiousof 
unity and concord, then of innovations and new 
fangleneſſe, which (as much as may bay with, 
the true — forth of Chriſt Relig _— al- 
wayes to be eſchewed, Furthermore, ſuch ſhall 
have no juſt cauſe with theceremonies reſerved 
to be offended. For as thoſe be taken awaywhich 
were moſt abuſed, and did burthen mens con- 
ſciences Without any cauſe : fo the other that re- 
mon are retained for a diſcipline and order; 
which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and 
— and therefore are not to be eſtemed 
equall with Gods i aw, And moreover, they be 
neither dark nur dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo 
ſet forth, that every man may underftand what 
they do mean, and to what uſethey do ſerve, ſo 
that it is not like that they in time to come 
ſhould beabuſet as other have been, And in 
theſe our doings we cendemn no other Nations, 
nor preſcribe any thing, but to our own people 
only. For we think ir convenient, that every 
countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies, as they” 
ſball think beſt to the ſerting forth of Cods ho- 
nour and glcry, and to the reducing of the 
people to a maſt periect and godly living, with 
out errour or ſuperſt ition: And that they ſhonld 
put away other s, which trom time to time 
they perceive to be meſt abuſed, as in mens 
ordinances it oſten chanceth diyerfly in divecs
